their unbelief , A People laden with {in and iniquity, they are 
all gone out of the way, there's not one that doth good, no not 
one, a ſeed of evil-doers, a treacherous Generation, a falſe- 
hearted people, who eats up iniquity as men eate bread, and 
drink it up as Oxen Water : Oh Nation conlider, thou art uporr

to, make a final end of thee, and to deſtroy all thy pleaſanc 
things : the Lord is grieved for thee, and the Sprrics of his Peo= 
ple.is made ſad, for they fee] the weight of iniquity, and the 
load of tranſgreſſion which will fink the Nation if it be not turh- 
ed from; but the Lord will eaſe him of 'his Enemies, andavenge

Oh England, Conſider thy El dayes, and call to mind the 
years paſt, and conſider in what ſtate thou waſt twenty years a- 
o, and what complaints filled every corner of the land by rea- 
on of the heavie yoaks which was laid upon the People, by rea- 
ſon of many wicked Lawes which was made by men of corrupt 
-minds, in the years of the former Kings, not only upon the 
Eſtates of men, but alfo upon cheir Perſons and Conlſciences, 
and the Cry of many innocent people was great, and reached 
through the Clouds; for Princes, and Kings, and Nobles was 
rownto that height in Arrogancy, and Price, and <.i{urpation, 
> that they claimed all Power as to be in themſelves, and the 
Courtiers being in the ſame nature with them, and climbing up 
the ſtairs of Ambition till they attained to theſeat of Violence, 
cried up the King above all Law, and whom he would kill mighc 
be killed, and whom he would ſave might be ſavea; ſo that nej 
ther Life, Perſon, or Eſtate of any man could be exempred : ſo 
that by the Oppreflion of the former Kings, and alſo later, even 
the laſt, was very great, and was foar'd up ſo high, without all 
limit or bounds, as though all People in the Nation had been 
made as for their Vaſlals and Slaves, which thing was very grie- 
vous to the Lord, and alſo to the people of the Nation ; and 
they came to ſee that that Power and Authority was but uſurp+ 
ed, or taken on without any juft Title or Righr as from God, or 
from the free People of this Nation; and. likewife what deceit 
was uſed in the Execution of all Lawes, that if any man was 
wronged, and did Appeal unto any Law for Redreſs, their Re- 
medy proved worſe then the Diſeaſe; ſo that the Cry of the 
Oppreflion on every hand was very great, 

Again, What Innovations and Impoſitions was wade upon 
tender Conſciences by thoſe Apoſtate Biſhops, which che very 
Land groaned with the burden thereof, who were but a ſtem 
ſprung from that corrupt Root of Rowez and moſt of their 
Worſhip,Cannons and Conſtitutians they had from thence ; and 
what intruſion and Popiſh-ſtuff was uſhered in daily upon the 
People in this Nation, which they groaned under, and com- 
pelling and forcing about the Superſtitious Rites and Ceremo- 
nies, and fooliſh Foppefies which they brought in as Religious 
Matters ; and what lazy Droans they upheld, Reading a piece of 
the old Maſſe-Bock in Engliſh, and calling it Divine Service, and 
judged 
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judged them Hereticks who oppoſed-all this mudy dark ſtuff, 
which che people was vexed with, and their Souls grieved, 'and 
the Lord grieved and vext, inſomuch that the Lord: heard the 
Cry of the Oppreſicd, and did appear in his power and ſtrength 
in many people to bear Witnels againſt the aforeſaid Evils which 
was growing upon the Nation, which tended to bondage and 
thraidom, ktoth as concerning mens Perſons and Eſtates, and 
alſo their Conſciences z which bondage they were weary of, 
which yoaks the Lord brake, and gave a rotal overthrow both of 
the one, and of the other; and many upright in heart did re-. 
joyce, and with unwearied pains did Travel thorow a Sea of 
Troubles, not minding the preſent difficulty, bur rather eying. 


the end, Freedom and Liberty 3 and many pretious men venter= 


ed their lives, and loſt their Blood, and conſumed their Eſtates, 
and offered willingly of their Subſtance in the time of need, 
that they mighr accompliſh the aforeſaid end, Liberty and Free- 
dom as mens according tothe equal juſt Law of God, and Free-- 
dom as Chriſtians, without being impoſed upon either by Men 
or Laws, which was a Prize which the Lord did intend ſhould be 
put into the Nations hand, as a recompence for their former 
Sufferings, in which all the upright would have been ſatisfied ; 
and therefore they who have been Obftruftors and Hinderers of 
this thing, hath the greater lin and load upon their backs, which. 
hath ſunk many of them, 
_ But alas, when the Obltruftions was taken out of the way,and- 
the Common Enemy ſuppreſſed with their whole Strength, Co- 
vetouſneſs/did get up, and Pride in the hearts of the Rulers, and:
